HEODORE ROOSEVELT is the most 


remarkable American of the age. John 
Alclen was a writer and Miles Standish 
a fighter. Roosevelt is both. His char- 
acter is as diversified as a mountain 
landscape and in nothing is it weak. 
His statesmanship is of a no mean or- 
der. His oratorical powers, as we will 
learn to-day, arc far above the average. 
His writings reflect his many sided na- 


ture and are upon widely diverse subjects. 


The President is like the amphibian. He delights 


in the crowded cities and takes pleasure in the wil- 
derness. He is a natural 
leader, 
independent in 


thought, independent in speech, independent in deed. 


The word strenuous v% as little used until applied 


to Mr. Roosevelt and it fits him like a glove. 
His 


is more than strength. 
Ft is strength in activity. 


There is the dynamic and the static quality.' Mr. 
Roosevelt's energies are of the latter type 


A sound mind in a sound body has made of him 


what could never have been accomplished if he had 
been a physical weakling. 


"But this very strenuousness of our president has 


at times led him astray. 
Action came before thought. 


The army moved before the general had planned his 
campaign. 
However, Mr. Roosevelt's mistakes have 


been few. 
He always succeeded in accomplishing 


something greater and better, before the previous act 
could be criticised and then the error was lost sight 
of. 


Elaine was a better statesman than Roosevelt 


Grant was a better gencrp! and McKinley had a 
more far sighted policy, but none of these embraced 
the three qualities so fullv. 
None had the equipoise 


of broadened, compact, innate individuality. 
Tt is 


difficult to compare the President with any other 
American, because none possess the varied traits 
truthfully ascribed to Mr. Roosevelt. 


A striking feature of them is the manner in which 


he fiehts his way upward. 
Mr. Roosevelt is not a 


victim of circumstances, save through the death of 
President McKinley. He has fought for every of- 
fice he ever obtained, even that of the vice-Presiden- 
cy. Tt has been said that the nomination was forced 
upon Mr. Roosevelt. He went to Philadelphia to as- 
sist in the forcing. 
There may be a significance 


about his \isit to Nevada. 
Mr. Roosevelt may con- 


sider his itinerary a part of the fight for nomination, 
but this is not a time to talk politics. 


As Anthony did not remark, "We are here to 


praise Roosevelt, not to burv him." 
And, indeed, 


it would be difficult to say aught but good of the man 
whose public and private life both reflect love, pa- 
triotism, devotion, 
strenuousness, braverv, 
states- 


manship, honor, manhood, and thus to the end of the 
better attributes. 


He is the typical American in that his public acts 


and spoken and written words all reflect the doctrines 
of the Declaration of Independence and the Con- 


• stitution of the United States. 


Mr. "Roosevelt has another fault not spoken of in 


a preceding paragraph, and this may be tersely slat- 
ed : He phus to the galleries. There is no doubt but 
that one actuating cause in nearly every important 
step he lakes is expressed in the question, self-asked. 
"What will the people think about me? Will they ap- 
plaud or censure?" Theodore Roosevelt loves ap- 
plause. Tt is meat and drink to him. He loves him- 
self. 


Now, this is not a harsh criticism for The Journal 


to make, for Rlackstonc in the first chapter of his 
commentaries state" the well known truth and one 
that is almost self-evident, namely "that a wise pro- 
vision has been made by the Almighty that the per- 
formance of good acts gives pleasure to the doer. The 
man who best pleases himself does best service for 
his God, his country and his fellow men. 


Let Theodore Roosevelt play to the galleries; let 


him seek and find the approbation of all good Ameri- 
cans. By so doing he is pursuing a course that ben- 
efits his country. 


There is a dignity that is inseparable from a 


.throne. It is also true of the presidential chair. 
Jef- 


ferson, however, established a precedent to the con- 
trary. Roosevelt is not a Jeffersonian in the strictest 
sense of the word, but he is democratic, too Demo-

cratic to be a good Republican. He is the kind of a 
man to alight from his train and go forward to shake 
hands with the grimy engineer and congratulate him 
on the speed and safety of the trip.

sociable for selfish ends than grouty for the same 
reason.

He loves children and there will be hundreds

I f he were Kmpcror of 


uermany Mr. Roosevelt would also be a war lord. 
'1 he veteran and the embryo soldier will be present 
to sec the president and be seen by him. 


Our President is a plainsman and mountaineer. 


Coming aside from the agricultural valleys of Cali- 
fornia he will take pleasure in our mountains and 
plains, our pure air of the upper altitudes and the 
nzoned x.est to life that floes not thrive at sea level. 


Altogether, Mr. Roosevelt should spend a vcrv 


pleasant day.

When the war with Spain broke out Mr. 


Roosevelt was occupying the position of assistant 
secretary of the navy. Tt was an honorable billet and 
he was filling it as he always has any other place he 
ever attained to. 
He had just shot off $600,000 


worth of government ammunition, replying to the 
disciples of intrcnchmcnt, "What is the use of having 
guns and gunners without being in the position to 
hit a mark?" 


Yes, the war broke out and the half a million dol-

•vho corld fight as well as write. He resigned his 
position and accepted a subordinate place in a regi- 
ment of cavalry. That regiment became the idol of 
the country and Lieutenant-Colonel Roosevelt the 
man of the times. The charge up San Juan Hill is 
famed throughout the land to a greater extent than 
the charge of the Light Brigade.

! Their discomfort awoke in him such an intense feel- 
! ing of indignation that he caused to be forwarded 
! to the government a rebuke in the form of the famous 


> "round robin" that incurred for him the enmity of the 


administration. 


These characteristics make of Mr. Roosevelt a 


dangerous man as well as a good president. It was 
this uncounting of cost, lack of diplomacy and snap 
judgment that made Wall street 
tremble 
when 


President McKinley was assassinated. Happily the 
man who succeeded the martyred president has thus 
far escaped plunging the nation into war or financial 
calamity by his headlong methods.

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A RETROSPECTIVE VIEW OF THIS CITY 
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EN WHO are not old recall with ease the 


things that happened thirty-five years ago. 
That period is but half a life time. Thirty- 


five years ago this month there was a sagebrush plain 
where the City of Reno nor/ Panels. Through the 


' center of this plain dashed the turbulent Truckee 


and but one building was upon its banks. This was 
the old Lake House on the site of the Riverside 
Hotel. A rough bridge spanned the stream and here 
the freight teams and prospectors' rigs passed on their 
way between sierra Vally and the Cornstock. 


There were a few isolated buildings, mere squat- 


ters' huts, at different places in the Truckee Valley. 


A small settlement existed at Glendale and several of 
the original settlers are still living there. 


In those olden days when came the pioneers there 


was no railroad. 
Its advent marked the birth of 


Reno. A tract of land owned by the company was 
subdivided and lots were sold. Reno became a col- 
lection of tents, but soon frame buildings were scat- 
tered through the sagebrush. 
As time went on the 


place began to assume the importance of a transfer 
point where Comstockers alighted from the train. 
Virginia was then a great and prosperous city. Were 
a Renoite to have said then: "This place will in 
thirty years be larger than Virginia," he would have 


been deemed a drivelling idiot. 


The fates seemed to mock at Reno's hopes of be- 


coming a place of importance. Twice the consuming 
flames sped through the heart of the town, leaving 
desolation behind. The citizens were never so over- 
powered by their losses as to give up hope. Each 
time the town was burned it was rebuilt with better 
structures and now those fires are looked upon as a 
blessing. 


The growth of Reno was never of a mushroom 


character. 
Its progress was steady and even slow 


at times. Four years ago the place was almost at 
a standstill. Throughout the State times were dull. 


The general decrease in population of Nevada had 
had a depressing influence upon the metropolis, for 
even then Reno was the largest town in the State. 


The writer was at the time a tenderfoot in Neva- 


da, but he noted the signs of the times and was confi- 
dent that Reno had a magnificent future. This idea 
ran riot in the columns of The Journal. Boom arti- 
cles were written columns long and in flowery lan- 
guage, without, apparently, any foundation to base 
them on. 
Commerce, manufacturing, mining and 


kindred things were forcasted and all the prophesies 
have been, or are being fulfilled. 
It might be weel to 


paste the third article on this page in your hat. 
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//T HAVE been gone for several years," said the 


I dusty traveler as he alighted from the Overland, 
•*" "and I don't know the old town. Can this be 


the Reno that I left? I see great modern structures 
where were frame shanties or vacant lots. I see the 
smoke curling from the stacks of manufactories I 
see paved streets, but what I don't see are many fa- 
miliar faces." 


This tells the story of the past three or four years. 


Walk about the City and note the progress that has 
been and is being made Where else in a town this size 
will you see one hundred buildings in course of con- 
struction? Half a m illion dollars will not exceed the 
amount that is being spent on these structures. 


Here arc a few of the good things that have come 


to Reno in this brief time: 


A beautiful brick fire department house has been 


erected and equipped with modern fire fighting ma- 
chinery 
A telegraph fire alarm system has been put 


in, so that calls can come in as quickly from the out- 
skirts of the City as from places a block away from 
the engine house. 


The post office business is now carried on in a 


new, handsome and commodious building, extra help, 
made necessary by increase of business is employed 
A free delivery system has been inaugurated. 


Commercial street has been paved with asphaltum 


The work has withstood the test of a year and other 
streets will shortly be similarly improved. 


The lighting system has been enlarged to ten 


times its former capacity. Two years ago there were 
only six hundred lights in use in Reno now there are 
upwards of ten thousand. An all clay service is now 
given and electric power has become a common util- 
ity. 
Factories are driven by this power, newspaper 


presses are turned by it and it is becoming almost a 
household utility. 


In two years the scope of the University has been 


o-reatly enlarged. The grounds have been beautified 
and two handsome buildings added to the imposing 
edifices on the quadrangle. 


Two years ago there was nothing but the N.-C.-O. 


shops and a foundry on east Fourth street. Now that 
portion of town is a hive of industry. Hundreds of 
mechanics are earning good pay in the various manu- 
factories and other industries. A thousand dollars a 
clay is a small estimate to make of the wages now 
earned there. Among the new and enlarged indus- 
tries in that section may be named: 


The Nevada Engineering Works, Nevada-Cali- 


fornia-Oregon railroad shops, Nevada Planing Mills 
Company, Reno Mill & Lumber Company, Reno 


Brewing Company, Western Ore Purchasing Works, 
Flanigan Warehouse, Reno Ice and Cold Storage 
Company, Nevada Meat Company, Reno Planing 
Mill, Truckee River General Electric Company. 


A score of other new industries are now in opera- 


tion in other parts of the City among which may be 
named the Elite Brewery, Troy Laundry Company, 
Reno Pressed Brick Works and half a dozen other 
brick yards, four bottling works, Cheese factory, and 
all these and more in addition to the old established 
industries. 


The building boom in Reno is not confined to 


small residences, there are a number of palatial homes 
<roing up, especially in Lake's addition, which has 
become known as The White City. 
Some of the 


beautiful homes recently built and in process of con- 
struction are those of Jay demons, Senator Flanigan, 
Peter Dalton, R W. Parry, J. J. O. Sullivan and 
Geo.. H. Taylor. These names are taken at random 
from scores that might be mentioned. 


The brick structures completed within the past 


two years called for the output of half a dozen yards 
and two large planing mills were overtaxed to supply 
the mill work on aU the structures put up. 


Some of the handsome bricks constructed in two 


years or indeed one, are the Farmers & Merchants 


Bank building, Manning Building, Journal Block, 
Ryland block, Andreuccetti block, Overland Hotel, 
Nelson block, South wing Riverside Hotel. Flanigan 
Warehouse, Cold Storage works, McCormack block, 
extension on Hymers building and additional stories 
to the William Tell House and Dormio building, 


At present under construction are 
the 
great 


Thbma-Bigelow block, 
Cheney building, 
Parish 


house, Riverside Hotel, Elks Home, Currie & Short 
building, Barrett building, Frank Golden block, and 
half a dozen other brick structures, including second 
stories to three saloons. 


Reno has in two years become recognized as the 


best town on the coast for business. Its commerce 
is reaching out in all directions. Industries are coming 
here faster than population and all this gives stabil- 
ity to the town and ensures its future. 


And what is probably best of all, Reno has emerg-

the future by the past, and with this guidance it is 
not a difficult task to view Coming Reno with a fairly 
accurate eye.

.What will the next five years bring forth7 
At 


Xthe end of the half decade there will be, it is not un- 
reasonable to estimate, a population of 15,000 in this 
city. The rate of increase for the past twelve months 
was fourteen percent, as evidenced by the^ school cen- 
sus now about concluded Estimating the population 
of the town at 8,000 a year ago, this rate of increase 
if kept up for five years would result, as a simple op- 
eration in geometrical progression proves, in a popu- 
lation of 17,599. These figures are extremely con- 
servative because 8,000 is a low estimate for a year 
ago and the increase next year will be augmented by 
the hegira from Wadsworth and other railroad towns, 
which will bring nearly two thousand people. Per- 
haps, after all, the population in the good year 1908 
will attain or exceed 20,000. 


With the coming of these people there will be es- 


tablished new industries to keep pace, even as has 
been the history of Reno for the past couple of years. 


Those now in existence will have increased in 


payroll and output in the same ratio. The manufact- 
uring section will teem with inrustries of all kinds. 
Few of them will generate their own power, for the 
Truckee is not now producing more than a minute 
fraction of the energy that it is capable of developing. 


By the way, here is an interesting calculation. The 


Truckee River General Electric Company is now 
generating 2,000 horse power by using only a portion 
of the flow of the river with a fall of two miles. Es- 
timate the capacity of the stream to generate electric- 
ity at -> ooo horse power to the mile and that portion 
of the stream between Reno and Lake Tahoe contains 
100,000 dormant horse power. 


One thousand large engines scattered over the 


Truckee valley would darken the heavens with their 
smoke and could turn every wheel in the State,, with 
power to spare, but this is also the capability of our 
stream. It is a giant that does not know its strength. 
Its pent up energy would drive battleships through 
the seas, raze cities, destroy fortifications and over- 
come armies, but the Truckee is a giant of peace, it 
has been waiting all these ages to be harnessed and do 
service for man, to lend its Herculean strength in the 
work of upbuilding instead of destruction. The wa- 
ters of the Truckee are a deluge the direct antithesis 
of the one of old. 


On the evening of the Fourth of July four years 


ago Virginia street between First and Second was 


lined with rookeries. Sparks from fireworks ignited 
one of the buildings and in an hour there was a great 
•swath cut in that section of tlie town. Every struc- 
ture that has been erected since is of brick and is mi- 
posing, but these are to be excelled in beauty and size 
by those in course of construction and contemplated.

It doesn't require the gift of prophecy to make the 


statement that every wooden building on the street 
will be replaced by handsome ones of stone and brick 
w thin two years. Then, one by one, the older and 


smaller buildings in other portions of the business dis- 
trict will be replaced by higher buildings. The cost 
of realty is increasing steadily and, in order to gain 
good returns from investments, it will be necessary 
to build into the air. 


The marked change in the appearance of residences 


recently built evidences that Reno is tending toward 
becoming a city of beautiful homes. Especially in the 
suburban districts will ther^. arise within the next 
few years stately mansions. \^ 
y 


The central portion of Reno js'so closely built up 


that growth in population means, extending the bor- 
ders of the town. It is already nlore than two miles 
long and nearly that wide. This entails a long walk 
from home to office, store or factory. A pressing 
need has arisen for a system of street railways. Towns 
smaller than Reno and towns where the nickels are of 
greater value than here are successfully maintain- 
ing street car lines and why not Reno? 


In fact, a movement is on foot at present for *e 


building of a system to take in many of the principal 
streets and several 
outlying neighborhoods. 
The 


franchise has been obtained and considerable money 
has been recently subscribed toward the capital stock. 
One year will probably see the line, or a portion of the 
contemplated system in operation.

In anticipation 'of President Roose- 


velt's visit to' the state • capital; Car- 
son is making every effort to combine 
patriotism, with beauty. 
Every trace 


of partisan feeling Is buried,-and-the 
.people; are working together In per- 
fect harmony for the reception of the 
•nation's official head. 


j Never did Carson street 
from the 


'depot to the Ormsby house present a 
more magnificent appearance. For the 
entire distance the street Is a sea of 
small flags; of varied colors and de- 
signs, strung- back and forth artistl- 
•caGJy from side to, side, those' bearing 
the letters which spell the word "Wei - 
com*" being particularly conspicuous. 
Near the north ,end of Arlington block 
an arch spans 'the street. ^ On the north 
side of the arch Is the inscription, "No 
section owns him. He belongs to the 
'nation." On the south side the motto 
is, "He knows the west and western 
needs." 


The mint, the government building, 


court house and the capltol' are pro- 
fusely and tastefully decorated. 
Thw 


arrangements at the . capltol are es- 
pecially unique. The main stairs are 
covered with a platform and the plat- 
form will be covered with a new body 
of Brussels carpet. The two outer pil- 
lars are embellished with bunting and 
shields, while on the two center ones, 
between which 
the 
president 
will 


stand, are to be placed two splendid 
buffalo heads belonging to Governor 
Sparka. The president will occupy a 
chair made entirely of elk's horns, 
and under his feet will be spread a 
muskox hide, one of the rarest things 
in the country. The chair and the hide 
also belong to Governor Sparks. Di- 
rectly in front of the main entrance to 
the building has been erected an arch 
made of gas or water pipe provided 
with hooks upon which are strung in 
regular order thirty-nine muskets with 
bayonets fixed. The effect is very strik- 
ing.

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A GRATIFYING SITUATION 


E 


VERY passing day makes it clearer that Nevada 


did wisely in taking prompt action intended to 


place her in close touch with the United States auth- 
orities on the great and important subject of irriga- 
tion. Such a work necessarily involves considerable 
time and those having it in charge must feel their way 
cautiously in order to avoid serious mistakes which 
might create a reactionary sentiment and jeopardize 
the entire scheme. We have it on the best of auth- 
ority that the Federal officials having immediate 
charge of the work are greatly pleased with the at- 
titude of Nevada, and is every way disposed so to 
•execute the law as to give our people their full share 
of its benefits. 


In a letter to Governor Sparks written shortly 


after the legislature adjourned, Senator Newlands 
says: "I presented to the officials of the Geological 
'Survey your desire that the law should be administer- 
ed in such a way by the State Engineer as not to oc- 
casion the farmers and water right owners unneces- 
sary expense or trouble. They assure me that every 
care will be taken in this direction. Arrangements 
will be made to have the necessary surveys, etc , made 
1}y the government officials, so that the farmers in 
•making their proof will not be put to any expense. 
I saw the Secretaty of the Interior the other day and 
told him of our legislation. He expressed himself 
as extremely gratified that Nevada should show so 
thorough a spirit of co-operation with the United 
States Government." 


Thus it will be seen that Senator Newlands and 


Governor Sparks have been acting in perfect accord 
'with the common object of securing for our people all 
the advantages possible to flow from the national ir- 
rigation law and at a m inirnum of cost and trouble. 


It is not a question whether our State law is per- 


fect in all its details 
Probably no law so comprehen- 


sive in character ever was entirely free from defects 
at its first enactment. Even when laws have been 
taken bodily from the statute books of other States 
where they have been thoroughly tried and proved, 
amendments are generally needed because conditions 
•vary in different States 
But all such defects are 


easily remedied. The State law will undoubtedly en- 
able Nevada to co-operate thoroughly with the gener- 
al government in all the preliminary work of the next 
two years. By that time if amendments are requir- 
ed they can be made in the light of experience. 


The gratifying fact is that the State and the Fecl- 


«ral Government are in perfect harmony in regard to 
this work, the importance of which to Nevada can 
scarcely be over-estimated. Equally pleasing is it to 
be assured that Mr. Taylor the Government Hydrog- 
rapher is fully imbued with the spirit which actuates 
his superiors at Washington and is keenly alive to the 
interests of Nevada. We may rest assured that so far 
as this great work is concerned our State is not going 
to be neglected either by our own officials or the rep- 
resentatives of the National government. 
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AMERCANIZING MEXICO

HE San Francisco Bulletin says that Mexico is 


being rapidly Americanized by the introduction 


of capital from this country which is being invested 
In the more important lines of business, such as rail- 
Toading, manufacturing, agriculture, etc. The invest- 
tnent of American money m'eans the adoption of 
.American methods, the employment of American 
skilled labor and closer business relations with the 
United States. 


The thorough Americanization of our sister re- 


public to the south is a consumation devoutly to be 
•wished by every loyal and broad-minded citizen of 
"the United States. It is gravely to be doubted wheth- 
er the annexation of Mexico even with the voluntary 
\consent of its people is to be desired. That country 
contains about twelve millions of inhabitants and of 
these not more than one-fourth are of theCaucasian 
race. The remaining three-fourths are negroes, In- 
dians and hybrids, many of them only partially civil- 
ized, and none of them civilized up to our standard. 
-As a whole the Mexican people are but little farther 
".advanced in what is usually termed civilization than 
-are the'Filipinos whose subjugation has been upheld 
-and justified upon the ground that they are mere sav- 
•ages. The annexation of Mexico now would greatly 
intensify the race question which exists in this coun- 
try, and which is one of the most serious problems 
confronting American statesmanship. 


No one would think for a moment of forcible an- 


nexation, and though the Mexican people might be 
entirely willing it certainly would not be a good thing 
for us. We can go on investing capital there, we 
cau'make the Mexican roads virtually a part of our 
.-great railway system, we can set up branch factories 
<OT build independent ones, we can start banks and es- 
tablish commercial houses, we can trade and do bus- 
iness with the Mexican people on every line and all 
-without annexation either forcible or friendly. As 
lias been well said we do not have to conquer a peo- ' 
pie or own them in order to trade with them. 


Still the Americanization referred to naturally 


ican continent both to the north and the south, and it 
is 'almost as certain as fate itself that north, of the 
isthmian line the domination will sometime result in 
complete political union. 
This is manifest destiny. 


Continental expansion on east' and west lines has 


reached the limit. We must now look to the north 
and south for territorial growth. Not with the idea 
of conquest, not with the Krag-Jorgensen and the 
Catling gun, but with those peaceful appliances which 
are so effectively Americanizing Mexico, and which 
must ultimately make the flag of this republic the 
symbol of authority over every foot of 'North Ameri- 
can soil.
